Charles was clinging to the top section of 
steel bars with a tenacious grip, while his 
body rested upon the lower section. His 
rescuers were compelled to unclasp his 
fingers, so tight was their hold.

John Lindham of the Armour Packing 
Company Engages in Lively Pis- 
tol Battle. 


Jobn Lindham, a watchman at the Na- 
tional stockyards, East St. Louls, fought a 
pistol battle in the dark with four tres- 
passers near the Armour Packing Co.'s 
new plant about 7 o'clock Wednes- 
day evening. 

After three of the trespassers had fied 
he found a fourth lying in the door of a 
tool house with a bullet .wound near his 
heart. 

The injured man says his name is Ed- 
ward Driscoll and his home in _ Chicago. 
He refuses to talk about the trouble which 
resulted in the shooting except to say that 
he was ten feet from the watchman when 
shot. 

Watchman lAndham’ believes a_ bullet 
from his revolver struck Driscoll. He says 
he could not see the men during the fight, 
but fired in the direction of their pistol 
flashes. They. fired from the door and win- 
dows of the toolhouse.

SERUM UNTESTED 
BAVOLD ADMITS 


Was Given Out to Physicians 
Before Being Examined. 


MAYOR WELLS QUESTIONS HIM 
JANITOR TAYLORS MEMORY 
FAILS ON SEVERAL POINTS. 


Ghief Executive Criticises Employe of 
City Chemist’s Office for His In- 
definite Testimony—Ravold 
Will Attend Only asa 
Witness. 


Commencing at 8:30 o'clock Thursday ef- 
ternoon, daily sessions of the tetanus in- 
quiry commission wit be held in Mayor 
Wells’ office until all witnesses who can 
throw light on the cause of the thirteen 


reoent deaths following the use of infected 
anti-toxin issued by the city can be ex- 
aminod. 

Important facts were established at the 
second session held Wednesday afternoon. 

Dr. Amand Ravold, city bacteriologist, 
who was placed on the witness stand for 
the. second time, stated that untested se- 
rum had been given out to physicians. 

“All anti-toxin was tested,’’ said Dr. Ra- 
vold, “but not always before distribution. 
If a call was made for anti-toxin and I 
knew the character of the horse from 
which it was drawn, I would distribute it 
without waiting for the. tests.”’ 

Dr. Ravold’s definite admission as to the 
distribution of uninfected serum related 
cnly to the serum drawn on Oct. 23. Re- 
garding the serum of Sept. 30, he said that 
it had been distributed, if at all, without 
hs authority. 

“You testified before the coroner that you 
ware certain none of the Sept. 80 serum 
was distributed,’’ said Mayor Wells. ‘‘Now 
you say that it was issued.”’ 

“The bacteriologists have decided since 
that time that the Sept. 30 drawing was 
mixed with that of Aug. 24,"’ replied Dr. 
Fravold. 

Questions from the mayor brought out 
statements showing that Dr. Ravold had 
o:dered Secretary Kaufman of the Board 
of Health to send the serum from the in- 
fc.eted horse, ‘“‘Jim,’’ to the city bacteri- 
Ologist’s office. This was placed in the ice- 
bux, and no instructions were given as to 


its disposal. 
Liasks Were 


Not Labeled. 


“Would not any of the employes of the 
city chemist’s office have been justified, 
under the rules which prevailed, in taking 
the Bept. 20 serum from the flask and put- 
ting it in vials for distribution?’’ the mayor 
a ked. 

“No,” said Dr. Ravold, ‘‘because 
flasks were not numbered or labeied.”’ 

Dr. Chapman of the Board of Health 
questioned Dr. Ravold as to his authority 
for issuing serum before tests of its qual- 
lilies had been made. 

Dr. Ravold replied that he issued the 
fiuid on his own authority, and because 
he knew the character of the horse. 

Dr. Chapman quoted German medical 
authorities to show that tests should be 
made and a certain time should be al- 
lowed to elapse before the distribution 
of serum. 

Dr. Ravold replied that noted- French 
practitioners have used antitoxin without 
waiting for tests. 

In reply to a question from.the mayor, 
Dr. Ravold said that 10 bottles of anti- 
toxin of the date of Oct. 23 had been dis- 
tributed between the time when the first 
death from tetanus was reported and Oct. 
29, when the issuance of antitoxin was 
stopped by order of the Board of Health. 

Dr. Ravold’s position in the inquiry was 
netled by Mayor Wells at the outset of the 
The mayor said that Dr. Ravold 
should not be permitted to attend the ses- 
sion except as a witness, as his presence 
might embarrass fils subordinates and as- 
sociates in giving their testimony. 

Henry Taylor, janitor of the city chem- 
ist’s office, who assisted Dr. Ravold in the 
preparation and testing of antitoxin, was 
on the stand until 7 o’clock, when ad- 
journment was taken. 


Says Untested Serum 
Was Thrown Away. 

Taylor repeated the statement, made at 
the. coroner's inquest, that the serum of 
the Sept. 30 drawing had been thrown 
away by Dr. Ravold in his presence. He 
stuck to his former declaration that the 
labels dated Sept. 30 were the work of a 
rubber stamp which had been altered in 
some way which he could not explain. 

Taylor said that his duties were varied, 
and that he was responsible to ‘almost 
everybody" in the city chemist’s and bac- 
teriologist’s offices. He said that, beside 
the usual duties of a janitor, he looked 
after the antitoxin, made culture tubes and 
assisted in water analysis. 

When asked ~whether-anyone could have 
taken the serum from the flask in the ice- 
box and placed it in a vial, Taylor replied 
that he had heard that Anton Stock, one of 
the assistant chemists, had done so. 

Health Commissioner Starkloff and Dr. 
Chapman joined in the questioning at this 
point, and Taylor seemed unable to remem- 
ber more. Mayor Wells criticised Taylor's 
poor memory. 

A statement from Health Commissioner 
Starkloff was read, in which he declared 
that the responsibility for the acts of the 
bacteriological division belonged to the 
board of health as much as to himself. The 
city chemist would also share the responsi- 
bility, it was stated, if he should assume 
for himself or his subordinates work not 
authorised by the board. 

Dr. W. C. Teichmann, city chemist, de- 
sired to make a statement relating to the 
connection between his department and the 
bacteriological division, but there was not 
time to place him on the stand, >

RUSSIANS LOSING 
ALL THER TEET 


CITIZENS OF ST. PETERSBURG ALL 
HAVE BARE GUMS. 


CLIMATE DECAYS THE TEETH 


To This Is Added the Fact That the 
Science of Denistry Is Unknown 
in Czar’s Domain. 


LONDON, Dec. 12.—8t. Petersburg i 
slowly becoming a city of toothless people. 
The Russian capital should be and even- 
tually will be removed to Moscow mainly 
on that account. This, at least, is the 
opinion of a prominent merchant of the city 
on the banks of the Neva, who says. he 
has heard much talk along that line in the 
lart few years. 

Viadimir Zorokoff, a tea importer of Bt. 
Petersburg, who is in town, exhibits a 
mouth devold of teeth to show the effects 
of the climate of his ~'ty. He says the 
sight of a person similarly affilcted is a 
common one there. St. Petersburg citi- 
zens are readily identified in any part of 
the empire, he says, by the absence of 
many or all of their teeth. 

There are two reasons for this condition. 
The first M. Zorokoff gives is the atmos- 
phere of the capital city. The vapors that 
arise from the marshes of the Neva have 
the effect of producing the decay of the 
teeth. Whether there is some deleterious 
chemical as fo & in the vapors has not 
been discovered, but the result is declared 
to be due to the effluvia from the swamps. 
The second reason is the scarcity of good 
dentists. The science of dentistry is prac- 
tica ‘lv unknown in the city or the nation. 

“St. Petersburg offers an unsurpassed 
field for good American dentists,’’ said M. 
Zorokoft. “Perhaps by excellent treatment 
and the use of preservatives the teeth of 
’ny fellow-citizens could be saved. The city 
waa largely built on land that had been 
filled in, and the climate was never very 
healthful. While St. Petersburg is the cap- 
ital, the center of culture, wealth and re- 
finement of the country still remains at 
Moscow. 

“Czar Nicholas is himself said to be fear- 
ful of losing all his teeth, having had much 
trouble to keep them in good order. From 
this fact, I think, the sentiment that is be- 
ing formed in favor of re-establishing the 
capital in the city where it was in olden 
times will, in time, result in the abandon- 
ment of St. Petersburg as the imperial city. 

“In no other center of population in Rus- 
sia is the decay of teeth so noticeable as in 
the capital. It is only during the past ten 
years that the subject has attracted gen- 
eral attention, and recently the feeling that 
the seat of government should be changed 
has been growing among the upper class. I 
hope to see the removal take place.”

PRISONER'S RECEPTION IN CELL 


Children Also See Her, but Talk 
Through the Bars as They Urge 
Her to Give In. 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Deo. 12.—Judge 
Howard J. Curtis, who yesterday com- 
mitted to the Fairfield County jail his 
cousin, Mrs. Mary E. W. Smith, for con- 
tempt of court in refusing to tell where 
her bonds were kept, laid aside the ermine 
today and appeared at the jail as a fiesh- 
and-blood relative.of the woman he sent 
to prison. He made a long call on his ob- 
stinate kinswoman and tried to get her to 


promise to purge herself of contempt. 

lt was visiting Gay at the jail‘and other 
relatives besides the judge called to see 
Mrs, Smith. Many friends: of the wealthy 
woman—she has more than $500,000 In stocks 
and bonds alone—also passed a portion of 
the afternoon .with her. 

Sheriff Hawley, however unwillingly—for 
he much admires Mrs. Smith for what he 
terms her strength of character—was 
torced to adhere to the prisou ruies and 
therefore could accord no special privileges 
to his prisoner. So all visitors were re- 
ceived at her cell, which is in the new 
wing and only eight feet long by five wide, 
‘The door remained locked and her children 
and others had to remain content with 
shaking hands through the bars.

CHICAGO, Deo. M.<«Wiile the season 

of navigation has passed without storms 

which will have a historical interest, the 
loss of life in navigating the great lakes 
was larger than in any previous season 
since the use of modern boats. 

The death list shows a total of 132 per- 

sons, as compared with 110 last year, 100 

in 1999, 9 in 1898, 68 in 1897 and 66 in 1896, 


In these six years the loss of life has 
steadily grown, notwithstandi the im- 
provement in the United States life saving 
service and in the en as 4 trend upwa 
in the seaworthiness of lake ships. The 
only explanation of this growth, vessel men 
say, is that there are far more boats 
now in service than there were in 18%. The 
number of men employed on lake ships has, 
ike Une death losses, doubled in six years.
